an embassy spokesman said. 

Confirming the death of 
Ambassador Dubs, the State 
Department spokesman Hod- 
dtdg Carter said Washington 
had urged toe Afghanistan go- 
vernment not to take any pre- 
dpito js action against the gun- 
men Lowing him ia the hotel 

“TJVt Was hot ..heeded,” he. 
said: 

Refusing to negotiate Af- 
ghan officials ordered a police 
party’ to attack the hotel, a 
diplomatic source said. Hie 
US. embassy in Kabul was 
informed afterward that Dubs 
had been killed. The time of 
his death was given at 12:52 
local time (0822 GMT). 

“We don’t know whether the 
ambassador was killed during 
the attack or before the at* 
tack,” said the source, who 
asked not to be identified. 

U.S. embassy spokesman Ar- 
thur Jjeikowitz said Dubs' au- 
tomobile, driven by an Afghan 
chauffeur, was stepped while 


he was on his way to work 
about 08:45 local time by two, 
possibly three, gunmen. They 
opened a door and told the 
American ambassador they 
were ‘’arresting" him, he said. 

Dubs was brought to the 
Kabul Hotel where the kid- 
nappers announced they would 
free him following me release 
of the three muttahs. Shiites 
are a minority in Afghanistan 
and, like other religious Af- 
ghans, have expressed reserva- 
tions about toe pro-Soviet re- 
gime which seized power in a 
coup last April. 

The American ambassadors 
death was reported following 
the attack on the Kabul Ho- 
tel, a gray stone building near 
the palace of toe faMen Af- 


ghan monarchy. There was no 
word if any of the kidnappers 
were kitted or injured in (he 
assault. 

“Our information is very 
sketchy at this point,” said 
Lefkowilz."

JERUSALEM — Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan has stir- 
red heated controversy by saying that nhe Palestine Liberation 
Organization “is not a state, but we cannot deny their posi- 
tion or their value” in the Middle East conflict. 

Addressing member's ai toe world assembly of Jewish 
war veterans here Dayan said toe PLO “is not just the terro- 
rists or the terrorist organization, it is also the civilian part 
of it, toat is to say the Palestinian refugees." 

The minister, who spoke in English, declared that no final 
settlement of the Middle East conflict was possible without an 
agreement on the Palestinian refugees. 

Dayan’s references to toe resistance movement were wide- 
ly felt to be in marked contrast to toe way Israeli officials and 
news media ordinarily speak about the PLO. 

Israeli politicians and foreign diplomats at once speculat- 
ed whether toe foreign minister had meant to signal toat 
Israel was considering contacts with toe PLO at some future 
.time. 

Dayan’s speech Tuesday was toe main topic in toe halls 
of the Knesset, Israel’s parliament, later in toe day and some 
members requested an urgent debate on his remarks about 
toe PLO.

The opposition leader, Shimon Peres, said toe govern- 
ment must make up Hs mind and state clearly 'whetoer there 
was any change is policy.

Phone union strikes 

Floods engulfing Lisbon 


LISBON, Feb. 14 (R) — 

Portugal's 11 -week-old govern- 
ment Wednesday battled the 
twin probexns of the worst flood 
in a century and defiance of its 
authority by 10,000 striking 
telephone workers. 

Rescue workers, hampered 
by the eight-day telephone 
strike said about 10,000 peo- 
ple had had to be evacuated, 
over 50 major roads were im- 
passable and international rail 
passengers bound for Spain 
and France were being ferried 
by bus for the first leg of 
their journey. 

The Lisbon water supply 
was cut completely except for 


street taps which soon attracted 
huge ‘ lines. Many areas 
were without electricity. 

The telephone workers bac- 
ked by the Central Commu- 
nist Union, defied a govern- 
ment back-to-work order and 
said they would ignore the 
Ministry of Communication 
notice dismissing or suspend- 
ing 25 of their leaders. 

The ministry said it would 
remain inflexible in the face 
of what it called the public 
disrespect of the strikers. It 
did not exclude the possibility 
of drafting soldiers into the 
post office to man the tele- 
phones if necessary, the minis- 
try said. 


ROME, Feb. 14 (Rj — The 
Italian government has ordered 
the expulsion of a U.S. official 
alleged to have written a highly 
critical report on Italy’s secret 
services published here Tues- 
day. 

“The presence of American 
citizen Domenic A. Perrone is 
- Undesirable” a brief statement 
from the prune minister’s office 
said. It added that he should 
leave the country within 24 
hours. 

The Italian action followed 
the publication Tuesday ni g pu 
of an alleged secret Hi. re- 
port in the Rome left-wing 
daily ‘La Republica" which 
strongly criticised Italy's secret 
service network. 

The paper named Perrone as 
the author of the report. 

A spokesman for toe Ui. 
embassy said Perrone worked' 
as a liason officer between the 
U.S. Army's European Com- 
mand and toe Italian govern- 
ment. The spokesman said the 
embassy had no further com- 
ment to make at the moment. 

But informed diplomatic 
sources said Perrone Sew out 
of Rome to an undisclosed des- 
tination Wednesday ' morning, 
before his expulsion was made 
public. 

The sources said Perrone 
was in his sixties and had

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A CABLE OF GOODWILL 

While congratulating the new prime minister of Iran, 
Crown Prince Fahd reaffirmed Saudi Arabia's goodwill to- 
wards the Iranian people and good wishes for their progress 
and prosperity. 

Saudi Arabia had all along refrained from interfering in 
the Iranian situation in any way, on the grounds that it was 
a purely internal matter and it was up to the people there to 
decide their own future. Once they have chosen t heir govern- 
ment. Saudi Arabia wished them well and prayed for greater 
cooperation in the interest of their countries and the Muslims 
at large. 

Saudi policy has been guided by a keen desire to develop 
close relations with all Muslim states on the basis of Islamic 
solidarity at all possible levels, and there is every reason to 
hope chat relations wftR Iran would grow and develop for the 
benefit of all Muslims. 

An Islamic republic founded on foe true tenets of the 
religion ought to afford than both spiritual and material wel- 
fare. The country is rich and the billions spent on defense — 
futile anyway against a Russian Invasion — may now be 
channelled Into social development and the alleviation of ™ 
ery of which there is a great deal in the country. 

As for foreign policy, first impressions may give the 
Arabs, including Iran's neighbors — grounds for confidence. 
The new government appears to harbor no aggressive ambitions 
against the ®df states nor illusions of hegemony based on a 
sense of overwhelming military and manpower superiority. 

Having demolished the old order in Iran with a speed and 
detenxunation that few could have expected, the Ayatollah is 
now firmly at the helm in the country. His next misston is 
even more important than his first, for K is nothing than 
the reconstruction of the country which has been devastated by 
civil war over the past 13 monte. 

If the new regime can guarantee foe fundamental h*pn&n 
rigtfs of the people, which had been seriously denied under 
the old order, then foe sacrifices and disruptions of foe czvfl 
war, wouki hav e been worthwhile. 

The Iranian people suffered deeply under totalitarian rule 
and the dreaded secret police and other instruments of repres- 
sion. Claims that it was foe pace of liberalization and mod- 
ernization that unleashed the wrath of foe masses, are merely 
vain attempts to conceal the real popular grievance at wides- 
pread injustice at foe hands of the government and its agents. 
Iranian student protests since foe sixties, specially outside the 
country, will testify that it was liberties that they wanted rather 
ten material well-being. 


TALKS, TALKS, TALKS 

The Egyptian -Israeli peace talks will be resumed next 
week. Bui ail indications are that they will fail aga i n . Egypt 
has already said as much. Israel intends to thwart them. And 
observers are resigned to the idea of failure. 

H will be recalled (hat Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
visited Cairo and Jerusalem in December in an attempt to 
break toe deadlock and overcome foe remaining outstanding 
problems, reported as only “five per cent of overall ques- 
tion." He failed. A month later, special envoy Alfred Ather- 
ton visited Cairo and Jerusalem. He failed too. 

So it would be assumed that positive developments have 
taken place since the last official American visit to justify 
the resumption of foe talks. No such developments have taken 
place. Quite the opposite, Israeli statements and actions over 
the past few weeks have all but killed foe last flicker of 
hope. The Israelis are sending Foreign Minister Mosbe Da- 
yan for foe talks with Egyptian Prime Minister Mustafa 
Khalil wiBhout any powers of decision. They have mean- 
while “explained" foeir understanding of autonomy for foe 
occupied territories and it has turned out to be far less than 
what foe Palestinian mayors are already practising in foeir 
cities and towns. In addition, foe Israelis are prospecting for 
ail in western Sinai and are making almost daily utterances 
to the effect that they will never pull out from foe West Bank. 

So why are the talks taking place? Egypt cannot puH. out 
now because it will then share foe blame for foe failure or be 
blamed solely for foe collapse of foe peace process. Israel 
is taking a similar attitude, seeing m every new round of talks 
another exercise in stalling. The Washington administration 
cannot be blind to foe rapidly disappearing chances of success 
so jts position is foe most interesting. The Egyptians — and some 
remaining Arab friends of America — firmly believe that 

Washington plans to use foe coming round of negotiations to 
expose the true Israeli position vis-a-vis foe talks in prepara- 
tion for a public American campaign against Israel in foe hope 
of forcing it to come up with concessions for peace. The Carter 
administration is reported to be furious with Israel's reneging 
on oral agreements with regards to the future of foe Pales- 
tinians and withdrawal from foe occupied territories. 

But the expectations of strong American pressure on Israel 
are weakened by foe slump in President Carter's popularity at 
home which makes him unable to stand up to the American 
Jews and foe Zionist lobby on Capitol HilL Neutral observer 
believe that the popularity slump and energy and other 
problems at home iH keep President Carter busy for months 
and the promised pressure will not materialize. 

The other Arabs now wait for Egypt to come to foe ob- 
vious conclusion mid retom to foe foM so that an alternative 
Arab strategy may be hammered out in which all foe Arab 
states participate.

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Danger signals from Zaire

KINSHASA, Zaire — 

Belgium’s decision to send 
250 paratroopers to the coas- 
tal base Kitona, 500 kilometers 
west of here, has once again 
focussed world attention on 
one of Blade Afrca’s largest 
wealthiest and most unstable 
nations. 

The official explanation dis- 
tributed in Brussels was that 
(he troops were being sent to 
augment 28 officers and train- 
ing a brigade of 4.000 Zairean 
.soldiers. 

Unofficially, foe Belgians 
suggested that Kinshasa, foe 
overcrowded capital where 
more than three million hun- 
gry Zaireans live back to back 
with 30,000 well fed Euro- 
peans and a handful of Zai- 
rean rich, was a tinder box of 
discontent 

To Europeans and foreign 
diplomats in Kinshasa. this 
explanation came as somewhat 
of a surprise, since the city 
has shown no signs of trouble" 
and the Belgians gave their 
allies only scant advance 
notice of foe plans. 

According to Western dip- 
lomats and Zairean sources 
several factors may have com- 
bined to bring the Belgians in. 

Informed sources said there 
was unrest last week among 
foe 4.000 Zairean soldiers be- 
ing trained at Kitona, invol- 
ving some shooting. They 
said the soldiers rebelled 
against lack of food and pay. 

What apparently alarmed 
the Belgians, however, was 
that the Kitona brigade was 
being trained by Belgium to 
replace the 300 Moroccan 
and ISO Senegalese troops 
who have been patrolling cop- 
per-rich Shaba province since J 
an invasion by Katangan re- 


bels last May. 

Officials here said that only 
the presence of what is offi- 
cially known as foe “Inter- 
African” force has kept Eu- 
ropeans from fleeing en 
masse from the southern min- 
ing area. 

A rampage of looting ap H 
killing following on foe in- 
vasion last year left about 800 
Africans and 130 Europeans 
dead 

To a visitor returning after 
a nine months' absence. Kin- 
shasa shows tangible signs 
of deterioration but offers no in 
dication of massive unrest 

Western diplomats, however, 
are becoming alarmed at foe 
critical food shortages and 
deterioration in health services. 

“There is no direct, visible 
threat." said Belgian diplomat 
,WH1v Verriest. “but the situa- 
tion here is volatile. It’s not a 
racial or political situation — 
it’s a question of haves csd 
have nots.” 

Diplomats also suspect that 
Belgium's decision to send 
troops was partially an at- 
tempt to show support for 
President Mobutu Sese Seko. 
whose favor is essential to 
keep Belgium out in front of 
other Western countries seek- 
ing to exploit Zaire's vast 
copper and cobalt deposits 
Mobutu publicly blasted Bel- 
gium last May when Brussels 
showed reluctance to join 
France in a para drop on rebel- 
held Kolwezi. 

In a related development 
Mobutu flew to Angola on a 
two-day visit last Thursday, 
reportedly to confer with Pre- 
sident Agostinho Nelo about 
Katanga exiles along Zaire's 
southern border, it was the 
Katanga ns who invaded Sha- 
ba province both in 1977 and

AMMAN - 

An emerging rapprochement 
between Jordan and the Pales- 
tine liberation movement ap- 
pears to have been blocked by 
a renewed Palestinian demand 
to station commandos on Jor- 
danian soiL 

Ever sinct joroan drove tb® 
Palestinians out following 
Moody dashes with Jordanian 
troops m 1970 and 1971, the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion (PJJO) has insisted there - 
can be no reconciliation unless 

its forces are once again allow- 
ed to operate freely from Jor- 
danian territory against Israel. 

“Amman is the logical door 
to liberating the West Bank, 
and Gaza, and eventually Pa- 
lestine,” a Palestinian spokes- 
man said recently. 

The Palestinians have sent 
three delegations to Amman in 
the past two years for talks 
on mending fences, but each 
time Jordan's King Hussein 
refused to consider the possi- 
bility of allowing Palestinian 
commandos back in. 

Before foeir expulsion Pales- 


tinians used Jordan to launch 
raids across the Jordan River 
into Israel. 

But this often triggered «s 
raeli retaliation, wfach caused 
havoc in the fertile Jordan 
River vaHey region. Ihe canal 
which irrigated the valley was 
knocked out three times by 
Israeli bombers. 

At last month’s Damascus 
meeting of the Pajesrine Na- 
tional Council (PNC), a 308 
member pariiament-inexJe. 
there was a heated but very 
fruitful” discussion on tne 
.emerging rapprochement bet- 
ween Amman and the PL , 
according to a conference sp° 

kesman. . . 

Though Che spokesman said 
little progress had been made 
in the talks between the two 
rides. PLO sources at fo« 
conference said the moderate 
majority led by Chairman 
Yasser Arafat wanted them 
continued to keep King Hus 
sein out of EgyptiairlsraeH 
peace talks. 

However, hardline groups, 
including foe Popular Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine 
(PFLP). oppose any reconcilia- 
tion wifo Jordan, and tiiear 


view prevailed. The conference 
approved a motion declaring 
that any contacts between foe 
two sides should be conducted 
on foe basis of giving fo e 
Palestinians full political and 
military freedom in Jordan. 

The meeting also called on 
King Hussein to reaffirm hi* 
pH edge to recognize the PLO 
as the sole representative of the 
Palestinian people and reiterate 
his opposition to the Camp 
David agreements between Is- 
rael and Egypt 

Palestinian radicals fear that 
under pressure from the United 
States and other powers. King 
Hussein might go back on re- 
cognizing the PLO as sole re- 
presentative, and might be per 
suaded to join the American- 
sponsored ’ Israefi-Egyptian pea- 
ce negotiations. 

The King has said on seve- 
ral occasions' that the Camp 
David accords did not provide 
a basis for a just and compre- 
hensive peace. 

As for being pressed to join 
the current peace negotiations, 
King Hirecein said in a recent 
interview: "We wiHl not yield 
to any pressure from whatever 
source.” — DO

The focus this year, how- 
ever, is not on the distant

.* soaring prices, corruption, 
bad crops, gasoline shortages 
and dwindling medical ser- 
vices have produced tesidbfe 
and spreading, misery. 

"I abf seeing' starvation bore 
for foe first time in my life," 
said an American diplomat 
The inflation rate is about 
70j>er cent, foe currency was 
recently devalued by half, 
gasoline prices were recently 
doubled to almost four (tol- 
ars a gallon — and lines at • 
pumps stretch for two or three 
hours, ihe price of staples has 
doubled, public transport has 
almost disappeared and com- 
munications are a shambles. 

For the family of one of 
the millions of black workers 
earning about $80 a month, 
the salary is barely sufficient 
now to buy 15 days worth of 
staple manioc or rice. ‘Peo- 
ple literally eat once every 
two days,” said an American 
economist. 

In addition, one of the two 
major hospitals has closed for 
lack of medicine and another 
is threatened. Child mortality 
and malnutrition are rising 
rapidly. 

Some Belgian diplomats be- 
lieve even a small incident 
could touch off rioting. 

"When we see foe slightest 
incident, a street fight, in a 
couple of minutes there are 
hundreds of people,” said a 
Belgian. “It's sufficient for 
one of the people to throw a 
stone through a shop window 
and you’ve got a riot"

MARJAYOUN, Lebanon — 
The Israel-Lebanon border 
divides two nations that tech- 
nically are at war, yet our 
crossing was only casually 
supervised: Just a wave from 
foe Israeli soldier ax the fron- 
tier gate, and two truckloads 
of journalists entered Lebanon 
without so much as a head- 
count. 

In a half-day touring foe 
Marjayoun area, eight kilome- 
ters north of foe border, foe 
reporters and photographers 
based in Israel saw a town 
still scarred by war but striv- 
ing to resume normal life. They 
heard the co mma nder of foe 
Israel "backed local militia 
scathingly denounce the Beirut 
government for knuckling un- 
der to Syria, the United N&-. 
lions and "big money.” 

if Israeli soldiers are' in 
Lebanon, as some reports claim 
in Beirut, the journalists did 
not see them in the supervised 
visri. Civilians ahd militiamen., 
mentioned numerous examples- 
of continuing help from foe 
Jewish state to foe Lebanese' 
along the border. 

At ihe first stop on the tour, 
a checkpoint just east of Mar 
jayoun, Francis Rizek, a spo- 
kesman for foe' rightist mili- 
tia, said foe Lebanese force 
got ammunition from Israel, 
“and Israel repairs our tanks.” 
A few steps away at the 
checkpoint, a militiaman wear 
mg Isradi-style fatigues tho- 
roughly checked a Norwegian 


soldier oi the United Nations 
Interim Force in Lebanon 
(UNIF5L). 

In foe rest of southern Le- 
banon up to foe Lita.m River, 
it is the UNIFEL soldiers who 
control checkpoints. But Israel 
handed the border region to 
foe ri ghti st militia when Is- 
raeli invasion troops withdrew 
last June, and the U.N. Secu- 
rity Council has complained of 
Israel's failur e to cooperate 
with UNTFTL. 

The militia commander, Maj. 
jSaad Haddad, had assembled 
(some 50 leading Muslims from 
southern Lebanon to hear his 
speech. They watched wide- 
eyed as foe foreign journalists 
scrambled after his words and 
photographed him with a line- 
up of nine tanks. Observers 
often wonder how long Had- 
dad would la st w ithout Israeli, 
backing and to what extent he 
-takes orders from foe Israelis. 

Haddad claimed: "There is 
no forcgpi .influence in this 
areaJ' JIe .castigated foe Leba- 
nese government in Beirut for 
acquiescing to foe 30,000 -man 
'Syrian force that quelled, foe 
country's civil war more than 
two years ago and still remains 
in the country north of foe 
Litani River. 

“They (in Beirut) do not lift 
their throats from foe Syrian 

knife They did not have 

foe guts to say no even once,” 
Haddad cried, raising cheers 
from several hundred of his 
troops. 


"We have to disconnect our 
selves totally from them. The 
future is totally in our hands," 
he said. Reporters who heard 
this translated from his Arabic 
wondered whether he was de- 
claring an independent stale in 
foe lO-fcitometerdeep strip he 
rules along foe border. 

When Haddad switched to 
En^ish for the reporters, how- 
ever, he said his current com- 
plaint was that Beirut had 
stopped the salaries of his 
men. totaling some 5160,000 a 
month. This apparently was 
‘foe reason for hits invitation to 
the reporters: T 0 publicize 

his dispute with Beirut, as well 
as to show that he has subs- 
tantial support among Chris- 
tians in the border region.

Israeli injustice inquiry

Eight prominent Americans 
have urged foe Carter admin- 
istration to set up an impar- 
tial Commission of Inquiry to 
investigate charges of Israeli 
mistreatment of Palestinian 
prisoners. 

The group — which includes 
former Senator James Abou- 
rezk, columnist IJF. Stone and 
civil rights leader Dr. Ralph 
Abernathy — called for the 
investigation following foe 
State Department's release of 
a report charging Israel with 
human rights violations against 
Palestinian detainees. 

“As ILS. law forbids aid to 
governments which systemati- 
cally violate human rights, the. 
State Department report has' 
major implications for U.S. 
policy in foe Middle East," the 
group said. “It is imperative 


foe allegations be substantiated 
or disproven.” 

The eight eked other char- 
ges of systematic Israeli torture 
of Arab prisoners by the Lon- 
don “Sunday Times.” Amnes- 
ty International, the U.N. Hu- 
man Rights Commission, the 
Swiss League for Human 
Rights and the U.S. National 
Lawyers Guild. 

The caH for a U.S. Commis- 
sion of Inquiry was made pub- 
lic at a recent press conferen- 
ce by one of foe eight men.

Metropoktao Museum of Art, 
has captured the imagination 
of Americans att across the 
country. The. phenomenon 
known as “Titf-mania” has 
spawned an endless series of 
books, posters and art repro- 
ductions of the treasures of 
the BoyKing Tutankhamun.

As a result, Americans have 
become curious about other 
exhibits on ancient Egypt, and 
are flocking to the museums to 
learn , more about one of the 
most ’fascinating civilizations 
of antiquity. 

Two of the most popular 
spin-off exhibitions are “The 
Temple of Deodui” (a new per- 
manent exhibit at the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, sup- 
plementing the temporary King 
Tut exhibition), and “Ancient 
Egypt; God, King and Man” 
at Yale University’s Peabody 
Museum of Natural History 
in New Haven, Connecticut. 

The Peabody Museum ex* 
bibit. which opened last De- 
cember and was scheduled to 
run tBl mad "April, has been ex- 
tended until die end of Jane 
due to the “unprecedented pub- 
bltc response,” according to 
museum staffer Sara Martin.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14 
(AP)— Americans living in Ja- 
pan, Switzerland, France, and 
some other countries will get 
an additional deduction from 
their taxable income in the 
United States for 1978 under 
a new cost-of-living table set 
up by the Internal Revenue 
Service. 

A family of three Americans 
in Japan or Switzerland, for 
example, wdl be able to de- 
duct 512,600 from its 1978 
income instead of the $6,400 
it was allowed according to a 
table issued Jan. 2. 

The deduction is pan of a 
new system set i*p by Congress 
to replace the arrangement by 
which Americans working ab- 
road were entitled to exclude 
up to $25,000 a year from their 
income for tax purposes.
